To the Chairman and Members of the Health Committee, 
Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present my Annual Report for 1965. Contrary to 
the general trend over the past decade for the number of births to fall, 1965 
produced a record number of births, exceeded last in 1958. Generally the 


statistics point to a satisfactory state of the public health in the area. 


In the environmental field further progress can be recorded both in 
the provision of council houses and bungalows, and in the considerable impro- 
vement to properties resulting from improvement grants. Sewerage of Huby and 
Sutton, one of the most expensive schemes, was virtually completed in the year 
and plans proceed slowly for the next major works at Stillington and Lasingwold, 
The latter is holding up a considerable development scheme by the Council, and 
the former scheme when completed may lead to further development in that village. 
Water supplied by the Ryedale Joint Water Board throughout the area has been 
satisfactory. The hardness may be a source of difficulty at times causing 
trouble in domestic hot water systems, but in this detergent age the hardness 
does not affect the cleansing action of these soap substitutes. Recent stat- 
istical research suggests that people who have always had hard water suffer less 
from cardio-vascular disease than those whose domestic water is of greater 
purity. It is a pity the fluoride content is not higher too, so giving a free 


public health bonus in the shape of increased dental fitness.

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GENERAL PROVISION OF HEALTH SERVICES FOR THE BULMER AREA 


The County Council is divided into ten areas for day to day administration of health 

. servicese The Bulmer area is the largest in population and consists of the four Rural Districts 
of Easingwold, Flaxton, Thirsk and Wath, the Area Offices being at Manor Road, Easingwold, and 
shared with other departments of the County Council, Welfare, Mental Welfare, Children's Department, 


Highweys and Planninge 


Your Medical Officer of Health holds appointments with the four district councils, and 
with the Health and Education Committees of the Countj. There are two full time medical officers 
employed largely within the area, Dr. Eggleton with the Mobile Clinic. , and with some duties in the 

chool Health Service, and Dre Gowans employed mainly in school work. & number of general 
practitioners are employed on a sessional basis at infant welfare clinics, mainly in the more rural 
parts of the area in which most of the patients would be on their own lists. 


Laboratory Facilities 


The Public Health Laboratories at Northallerton carry out examinations of water, milk, 
ic3 cream and specimens taken during the investigation of infectious diseases. A useful facility 
provided is the collection of specimens from the Area Office and district council office weekly. 
Assistance in the examination of specimens is occasionally given at the bacteriology department 
at the County Hospital of Yorke With the advent of the cervical cytology service a considerable 
extra load will be placed on those hospital laboratories which are able to carry out the examination 
of the slides. 


Ambulance Service 


The area is served by two stations at Haxby and Thirsk with co-operation extended to and 
received from adjoining ambulance authorities. The extensive use of radio communication has 
increased the efficiency of the service and helped to reduce the ever increasing cost of this essential 
services 


Child Welfare 


There are three purpose built clinics in the area, at Easingwold, Thirsk and Huntington, 
and the use of these premises increases.e Dentistry is not available yet at Huntington, but at all 
centres speech therapy, chiiopody, cerviral cytology, and at Huntington and Thirsk, family planning 
clinics are available. 


Child welfare clinics are held at 22 centres within the area, the mobile clinic attending 
at 12 of these centres. In some of the more rural parts of the area transport is provided to enable 
mothers to attend at these centres, The popularity of these clinics is measured by the number of 
children attending. In 1965 no less than 3,758 children under school age attended et some tine 
during the year, and 1,131 children born in 1965 attended one or other of the clinics. A reasonable 
variety of proprétary infant foods is sold at all clinics, and at the majority of them the National 
Welfare Foods. In many cases the assistance of voluntary helpers is available to seal the food or 
otherwise to assist at the running of these clinics. Their help 1s greatly appreciated and indeed 
essential if the present facilities are to be maintained. 


Nursing Services 


In the more rural parts of the area generalised duties nurses are employede These nurses 
undertake Midwifery, Home Nursing and Health Visiting. Where the population is more concentrated, 
heaith visiting is carried out by nurses employed solely in this field, leaving the duties of home 
hursing and midwifery to combined duties nurses. Some difficulty is experienced in obtaining a full 
complement of nurses, and the further separation of midwifery and home nursing in order to employ staff 
not fully qualified in both branches was not entirely successful. &t the year end the following

For many years one has been vaccinating children of all ages and adults, and after this lapse of time 
the procedure has settled down into a routine one, with vaccination against polio taking its place 
with the other procedures. Several years ago in my report I suggested that measles vaccination 
would soon be available and it now seems that vaccination against this too will take place. As the 
triple vaccine is now almost entirely used for primary immunisation, a growing proportion of our young 
population will be immune fo tetanus alsoe 


It is hoped that when teething troubles with the computer are overcome, it will be easier 
to ensure that the necessary reinforcing doses will be offered at the optimum time and a solid immunity 
built up against all these diseases, 


Welfare Foods 


The National Welfare Foods are supplied at clinics and at the Health Office. A few shopkeepers 
handle them also on a voluntary basis, but from time to time a shopkeeper, usually through falling sales 
finds that it is not wbrthwhile to continue. Where no hardship to mothers 1s likely to arise an attempt 
is made to concentrate these sales at fewer places. Most clinics maintain a good variety of proprietary 
foods and sales seem continuously to increase. 


Domestic Health Service 


The number of maternity cases helped seems to decline, possibly due to the increasing proportion 
of women confined in hospital, although the total hours worked increases from year to year in other cases, 


mainly the aged. During the course of the year a number of cases are assisted to make private 
arrangements for domestic help and these are of course excluded from the statistics.

All 68 home helps employed are on a part time basis. 


Chiropody 


Three chiropodists are employed part time at 12 centres in the area. In some Cases village 
halls and similiar places are used, and the service is not carried out with the same facilities as exist 
in our own three clinics. The service is greatly appreciated, and in some cases voluntary efforts 
have ralsed the cost of providing a proper chiropody chair. Voluntary workers assist at these clinics 
both with clerical work, reception, and in some cases by providing transport for patients. 


Care and after care. 


Apparatus and nursing aids are provided on loan to patients. Permanent provision of aids 
remains a function of the Welfare Departmente 


Cases of tuberculosis are provided with a pint of milk free each day on the recommendation 
of the Chest Physician. 4 health visitor attends the chest clinics. 


Fanily Planning 


Although facilities for family planning advice had been available for some considerable time 
outside the Bulmer Area, the Family Planning Association were invited to make use of our new clinics 
at Thirsk and Huntington, and regular sessions commenced at both places as follows: 


Thirsk = first two Thursdays each month, 7 pelle — 8 pele 
Huntington = third and fourth Monday mornings each months 


No doubt this service will increase as other premises become available and as the principle 
of planned parenthood becomes more fully acceptec. Cervical cytology for the early detection of cancer 
of the cervix made a modest start at the Thirsk clinics but had to be confined to those women attending 
for family planning advice. It was clear that this preventive measure would be required on a much 
wider basis and arrangements were worked out for this to be made available in 1966 to all women in the 
30 - 65 age groupe

To the Chairman and Members cf the 
Easingwold Rural District Council. 


Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have pleasure in presenting my Annual Report on the Sanitary 
Circumstances of the District for the year 1965. 


Virtually the whole of the District, with the exception of a 
few isolated premises, is supplied by or within reach of, mains water from 
the Ryedale Joint Water Board. Most of the houses in Brandsby-cum-Stearsby 
are supplied from an old private system although the public main passes through. 


Sewage and Sewage Disposal. 

In 1965, the Huby and Sutton-on-the-forest Scheme was completed with 
the exception of some house connections and detail work, all of which should 
be finished early in 1966. Because of the necessity to pump the sewage, all 
rain water has been excluded from the new system. There are six new pumping 
stations all needing frequent attention. The ex R.A.F. sewage works at Hast 
Moor have been renovated and serve this joint scheme. 


It had been hoped that the Stillington Scheme would at least be 
started in 1965, but protracted negotiations over land etc. resulted in delays 
and the Scheme could not be submitted to the Ministry before early 1966. 


Certain aspects of the Hasingwold extension Scheme have been objected 
to by the Rivers Board and the necessary amendments have held up the submission 
of the final scheme. It is to be hoped that work may commence in 1966 or early 


1967. 


Raskelf should be the next Scheme for consideration and the original 
list of Priority Schemes would then be completed. 


During 1965, the Council considered the smaller villages which were 
inadequately sewered and/or not provided with efficient sewage disposal works. 
A scheme of priorities was worked out, so that these may follow the completion 
of the Schemes mentioned above. 


The small disposal system at Coxwold (serving the Council house site) 
which had become seriously overloaded, has been enlarged and this work is exp- 
ected to be completed in early 1966. 
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WATER SUPPLIES. 


(a) Public Supply. 


The water supply has been satisfactory throughout the year. Normally 
water supplied through public mains is chlorinated and four samples 

of water from the Public mains which proved unsatisfactory were due to 
one of the chlorinators breaking down. 


The total consumption of water for the District was 216,065,000 gallons. 


(b) Private Supplies. 
1. Brandsby Supply. 


Six samples out of 20 have been reported as unsatisfactory. 


2. Individual Supplies. 


Four samples have been taken from private supplies at Brafferton and 
Yearsley, three from the Brafferton supply being unsatisfactory. 
This supply has been replaced by a new bore-hole.

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PUBLIC CLEANSING. 


Household refuse is picked up at 7 to 10 day intervals from all but 
isolated properties away from the public roads and even some of these are 
given a limited service when arrangements can be made to bring the refuse 
to a road visited by one of the Council's refuse wagons. Disposal of the 
refuse is by controlled tipping at either Crankley Brick ponds or Flawith 
Gravel pit. Levelling of the tips is done by means of a tractor equipped 
with a ‘dozer blade, and this equipment is also used for spreading soil 


covering, but heavier equipment has to be employed at times. 


Further sites for tipping are urgently needed particularly in the 
east and south sides of the District. The existing tips will not last 
many more years. A site of 14 acres on the outskirts of Huby has been 


offered and this site should be in operation in early 1966. 


It must be remembered that the refuse vehicles are also used for 
cleansing ashpits and pail closets and this objectionable work should really 
be considered as part of sewage disposal. Conversion of ashpits and pail 
closets to W.C's however, does little to reduce the amount of work as the 
premises must still be visited to pick up household refuse after dustbins 


have been supplied. 


SEPTIC TANKS. 

Our sewage tanker originally purchased to service sewage works and 
village sewage tanks also cleans out septic tanks to private houses. The 
completion of the sewerage scheme at Huby and Sutton-on-the-Forest has 
certainly reduced the number of such tanks in that area; unfortunately this 
has been offset by the additional tanks provided for new houses where sewers 
are not available and in conversion schemes at some older properties. In 


1965 plans have been approved for 28 new septic tanks. 
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MEAT INSPECTION. 


All meat and food inspection in the District is carried out by your 
Public Health Inspectors. Meat Inspection is a statutory duty of the local 
authority under the provisions of the Meat Inspection Reguiations. As 
there is no restriction on the hours of slaughtering, regular overtime and 
week-end working has been necessary. 


Under the above Regulations the Counci” resolved to make the maximum 
charge for the meat inspection service and the revenue for the year was 
etoc, Os 3d 


The appended table gives details of the animals slaughtered and ins- 
pected during the year; 610 visits being made by the Inspectors for this 
purpose. 


Cysticercus bovis was found on seven occasions, in each instance only 
single degenerate cysts were isolated. 


During the year 2 tons 12 cwts. 1 st. 6 lbs. of meat and offals were 
found to be diseased or unsound and were condemned and sent for processing. 
A large proportion of the meat and offals condemned was derived from 170 
animals slaughtered in emergency.

FOOD AND DRUGS ACT, 1955 3YCc. 


1. There are 125 food premises in the District, comprising 11 butchers 
shops, 50 confectioners, grocers and greengrocers, 11 catering premises, 
45 licensed premises, 3 licensed sports clubs and 6 fried fish shops. 
All the premises have mains water available. 


Co Seven butchers premises are registered for sausage making etc. 


De Hight dairies are registered for the sale of bottled milk, all of 
which is designated. 


h, 35 visits of inspection have been made to ice cream premises, 12 to 
dairies and 207 to other food preparing premises during the year. Imp- 
rovements have been carried out at some licensed houses during the year as 
a result of informal action, but there are several premises requiring 
improvement particularly of sanitary accommodation etc. Two unsatisfactory 
premises are expected to be closed in 1966. 


oie No education courses in hygienic practices have been run; education 
has been limited to personal instruction during routine visits. Special 
attention has been given in respect of premises retailing pre-packed frozen 
goods. 


6. All condemned meat and offals are disposed of by digestion in a 
modern privately owned plant situated in an adjoining district. Other 
foods, of which normally only small quantities are condemned, are disposed 
io Dy ouryangs-an the Coumcil's Tip. 


Tee There have been no special inspections of large consignments of food 
during the year. 


S. No premises are registered for the manufacture of ice-cream in this 
District; there are 47 premises registered for retailing pre-packed ice- 
cream. 


9. Food Hygiene Regulations 1955 - 1956. 


It has been found to be virtually impossible to carry out a set pro- 
gramme of inspections with the staff available, but routine inspections 
have been made mainly in conjunction with other aspects of the department's 
work. All Informal Notices served have been complied with. 


30 lbs. of various foods have been inspected at the request of canteen 
and shop managers. The food, upon inspection having been found unfit for 
human consumption, was condemned and disposed of by burying in the Council's 
eal oir 


147 visits have been made to school canteens and other food preparing 
premises, and in general conditions had been satisfactory. 12 unsatisfactory 
conditions have been remedied after informal notices. 


10. Milk. 


There are no milk pasteurisation plants in the District, and no milk 
samples were taken during the year. 12 visits were made to milk retailers 
premises. 


One complaint regarding dirty milk churns delivered to a farm in this 
District, from the wholesale dairy was investigated and informal action 
produced the desired result. 
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11. Bakehouses. 


19 visits were paid to 5 bakehouses in the District, and they have 
been found to be satisfactory. There are no underground bakehouses. 


RAT AND MICE DESTRUCTION. 


Destruction of rats and mice at private houses is carried out on 
request, free of charge. Business premises and farms etc. are cleared on a 
yearly contract basis. 


154 annual contracts were in hand at the year end. 


Sewer infestations generally have been light and refuse tips, reg- 
ularly attended to, did not become seriously infested. 


353 premises were treated for infestations of rats or mice, 4962 
visits being made by the Council's Officers and Rodent Operator for this 
purpose. 


INSECT PESTS. 


Few complaints of infestations have been received during the year, 
mainly of a minor nature such as wasp's nests, ants and cluster flies. There 
have been no treatments of premises for infestations of bugs or fleas.
